Both Paul Christensen and I have posted early 
previews/reports on TEN-TEC's new Pegasus transceiver. My 
mailbox is *filled* with follow-up questions on Pegasus.

A good general tip for dropping voltages is to use a string of general 
purpose silicon diodes in series. each will drop approx 0.6 Volts. So if 
you wanted 4 Volts from a 12 V supply you would need to drop 8 V. A 
rough calculation to start with would be 13 surplus diodes in series. (13 


X 0.6 = 7.8). Depending on characteristics of diodes, you might need to 
add or subtract one or two. This may not be a direct solution to your 
problem, but unless you get the exact info, it might be worth trying if 
you have no suitable Zener to hand.

I know it's still two hours early for the SoCal CWPN at the time of my 
writing this message, but the *ONEx day that I decide to hold a net, some 
dolt just HAS to turn up a BC station on 7125... ;) 


Folks, if you're going to check into the CWPN, please check 7125 first. If 
you don't hear anything /please/ scan up and down the band. I /definately/ 
will be between 7100 and 7135, as that's all my radio can tune. I can't 
predict what frequency is going to be used because of possible interference. 
As just indicated, 7125, which is usually a clear spot for me, is now 
blasted with interference. 


The two logical areas so far are down around 7100 (which is often populated 
by digital mode operators), or 7135 which, for a change, is currently open 
right now.

Conrad, to shed a little light on a couple of points, I am running 
concurrently the control program for the Icom PCR-1000 receiver, the GNR 
PSK front-end program and PSK31, all on one computer in individual 
windows. No problems and no observable performance issues. 


There is no problem with multi-tasking among these programs, provided 
that one has adequate computer horsepower. In fact, right now, I am 
running the three above-mentioned programs, plus Netscape, plus the 
Street Atlas 6.0 mapping program! All on a Gateway Pentium II 300 MHz 
computer with 128 megs of ram. No conflict or 'slow' operation at all. 


I run PSK31 and the GNR program on my Micron laptop (133 Pentium and 32 
meg ram) in the ham shack concurrently to operate PSK31 with my IC-765. I 
also run a CI-V transceiver control program to tune, etc. the 765 from 
the computer. And also the AEA packet/rtty control program which can call 
for CD-ROM qth lookups from the ARRL Call Book CD. .Again, no traffic 
jams or problems even with that relatively ‘weak' little machine. 


If the Pegasus control program is properly written for the Windows 
environment, there should be no problem operating it in conjunction with 
a reasonable number of other concurrent programs, assuming only that the 
computer has adequate resources. 


The PCR-1000 is proving to be an outstanding little radio for PSK, 
especially with its 1-Hz digital tuning rate. I use it with this office 
machine to monitor PSK operations while away from the shack. I routinely 
copy virtually inaudible signals using only a 20 ft piece of wire laying 
on the office floor for an antenna. In a couple of ways, the little Icom 
computer radio is serving for me as a precursor to Pegasus which I hope 
to operate soon!

There are many factors which have conspired to my not "getting out." All of 
which I'm well aware of, but, being a rush job, I paid the price for it. 


1) 7125, while open to me, is apparently NOT open to others. I got blasted 
with QRM from a BC station early on in the net's opening calls, but it 
later cleared up for me. I mean totally dead, except for atmospheric 
noise. Thinking it was open again, I decided to stay on 7125. Almost 
immediately, Jim responded. 


K6JMB, for instance, who is the ONLY person to check into the net for an 
entire hour, reported extensive QRM and QSB combined, making it 
impossible for him to copy me. Seeing as how nobody else joined in, it 
quite likely they had the same problems in hearing me (especially with a 
150mW signal going out! See below.)

More research and experimentation will be necessary to find a more 
suitable frequency and time. 


2) I'm using an indoor antenna. I would really like to use an outdoor 
antenna, and I'm thinking of using an end-fed antenna with a low-to-high 
impedance matching device to match it (something akin to the Rainbow 
tuner), if I can find the parts. One end of the antenna will be shot 
over to a tree across the walkway from my apartment, and the other end 
will terminate at my window sill. 


3) I'm sitting right next to the antenna -- this means I'm getting 
irradiated with 40m RF. Not enough to really hurt me, but I'm still 
absorbing some of the RF, and distorting its emission pattern. 


4) My apartment complex is a virtual Faraday cage -- it's constructed from 
rebar-reinforced concrete. 


5) Nobody even heard me call until after I jury rigged a shorter feedline to 
the antenna (was a 100ft cable, now it's roughly 5ft). So I will need to 
make a shorter feedline for the antenna. 


The fact that I was able to hit Colorado a few days ago was a miracle. I 
expect my ERP was no more than 150mW, combining all the factors listed 
above, and as such today as well. 


Thank you everybody for trying to check in. I'm still pretty rough at this 
net thing, but I'm learning, and it was enjoyable all the same.

"Class of '99." Now, add to that the other 17 members in the HoF, of whom 
several were present, and you may understand the honor that I feel has 
been given me--with or without justice. To have Roy Lewallen, W7EL, as 
one's presenter was an honor in itself. If I may, let me add that I view 
the induction more as a trust for the future than a recognition of the 
past: I shall do what I can to continue being of whatever help I can. 


Please do not fail to thanks Ken, Jim, and Scott--as well as all those who 
helped, participated, donated, or simply cheered--for an FDIM that 
continues the progression of an event into a treasured QRP tradition. I 
missed those who could not be there. 


The true honor was being among friends, both at the FDIM events and the 
banquet. True, I barely escaped with my life at 5 PM after receiving the 
virtual K-2, and I am appreciative of the raw luck that brought it my way. 
(I had joked the night before at the social that a number meaning "love 
and kisses" could not fail to win the rig, and someone told me they did 


check the box to ensure that "88" was not on all the tickets.) But I also 
told the group that they were--as highly esteemed as I hold them--only 
second on my list of honors, since my YL, Jean, N4TZP, has been and will 
always be my co-builder of everything good. 


Equal to all of these honors were the questions and exchanges during every 
interlude in QRP proceedings during my stay.

A couple of notes from the arena for the future. 


I hope that a German antenna book, Rothammel's <Antennenbuch>, may be 
translated into English within a year or so. This compendium of antenna 
types and designs is a resource we all need to place next to the ARRL 
Antenna Book on our shelves, but so far is only available in German. I 
hope the ball may have started rolling for an English translation. 


It also appears there may be in the coming year a prototype for a 
full-feature link tuner similar to the Matchbox design. Cost factors may 
require a bit of downsizing of capacitors so that it will handle the 
100-200 watt ham rig, but I am hoping that input-side tuning can be added 
for greater precision of match without the super-sharp tuning (except for 
excessively reactive loads). No guarantees, since the unit will 
inevitably be more expensive that network tuners, but the advantages for 
parallel line installations may make the added cost and the added controls 
a small price to pay. We shall see with fingers crossed. Since I shall 
have a 2nd Matchbox soon, I shall be able to cannibalize my first one to 
incorporate the necessary mods at the original Johnson power capacity (and 
their 275 watt unit would handle almost a KW if tuned initially at low 
power--and who then needs to up the power anyway?) . 


Part of this weekend of extreme good fortune has been to see these few 
small steps toward some things that might help out our hobby and our 
group. My thanks to all who have managed to find use in my work. To 
those who added special words, "thanks" is too weak an expression of 
gratitude. Honor, progress, thanks, utility, and friendship: what a 
combination in a single weekend. May all of you, each and every one, have 
a similar experience in the not-to-distant future. You all deserve it.

A note to say how much I missed seeing the Ten-Tec booth in my limited 
arena time. However, one of the pioneers in the panel-less rigs has been 
Kachina with its 505. THey have a software package for control and they 
also have supple,entary software--some independently developed. So you 
can gauge some of the potential of the new Ten-Tec rig by seeing what 
Kachina has so far done. Of course, there will be differences in both 
hardware and software philosophies, but until definitive data arrives on 
the general scene directly from Ten-Tec, the Kachina adds will give you 
something of the flavor. Both companies are US, incidentally. 


A reminder: a QST review takes time. As Ed Hare noted at the QRP 
banquet, they put a rig through very rigorous and carefully conducted 
tests--after they receive on and after it gets its place in line. And 
then the report (both the QST version and the members-only long version) 
have to be written and then planned into the publishing schedule. So you 
will have to be very patient to see the lab results. 


Computer control of "main station" rigs is the wave --and a big one--of 
the future. It will allow consolidation of all operating functions in the 
computer so that one hardly ever glances at the rig. Imagine contesting 
with CW send and receive from the keyboard on screen, automated 
logging--both for the contest and for other activities ranging from 
station recordfs to awards chasing--rig control--possibly even with 
preresponse dupe checking, all modes, including every possible 
RTTY/packet/ PSK31/etc. option, and so on--all from one screen or many 
windows. Yes, it will take time to develop all the software, but it will 
happen. And technology is not far from roll-up displays and other things 


to make portable computer operation even more feasible for the 
back-packing QRPer. 


Every entry into the new wave is welcome--even if I still like to warm my 
hands over the glow of a vacuum tube every now and then.

Greetings: 


All this recent talk of regens finally got to me. 

Like many hams, I got hooked on radio as a kid through 
shortwave listening. In fact, I still own the old 
Silvertone console radio my grandmother gave me when I 
was a teenager. I even have a box of shortwave QSL 
cards around here somewhere. Anyway, since I also 
wanted to try my hand at the "Manhattan" style of 
construction, I cobbled together a version of NA5N's 
"PipSqueak" regen from the March 96 QRPp (and an ASCII 
text schematic recently re-posted to QRP-L). I had 
just about everything I needed in the junk box to do 
it. 


I was amazed at how fast it went together with the 
Manhattan technique. My old Radio Shack nibbler did a 
decent job of providing the pads. I mounted the 
board, coil, and 9-v battery holder on a 4" X 6" piece 
of pine. I used a piece of copper clad board for the 
from panel. 


I finished it up last night and attached about 10 feet 


of wire which I just tossed out on the basement floor. 
After I got a feel for using the regen control, I 
spent the next few hours re-discovering the joys of 
shortwave radio. I had forgotten how great the 
programming is on shortwave. Radio the way it was 
intended to be! 


The PipSqueak works great but I need to take some 
turns off of the coil. It now covers about 3.75 to 
9.00 Mhz. I will also probably etch the copper off of 
the front panel. In some instances, I have some 
hand-capacitance problems. 


I think I'll probably build a Desert Ratt next. When 
I get it working, the PipSqueak may find it's way into 
the hands of one of my young nephews. Who knows... 
maybe it will get one of them hooked, too.

Craig, 

Congratulations for getting your Pip Squeek working. I think many 
hams (myself included) started out as shortwave listeners, where we 
discovered the joy of radio. I still listen to short wave quite 
frequently. If you want "real" news, the good old BBC remains the 
Rock of Gibralter for news. I began building regens years ago, and 
have given most of them away to neigbor kids. There's nothing like 
the expression on the face of a 10-year boy or girl as they discover 
a whole new world called short wave radio. 


You will find the Desert Ratt is an enhanced version of the Pip 
Squeek, which is basically Charles Kitchin's (N1ITEV) design. It is a 
great regen design with a soft regen action more suitable for AM 
detection. Thus, with your Pip Squeek working, you should beable to 
just add the RF amplifier and the emitter follower that drives the 
detector diode for some noted improvement in gain and sensitivity. 
The selectivity (ability to separate stations) will always be a bit 
poor due to the low Q of such simple coils. 


Once the regen is working, it's also a fun little radio to experiment 
with. Feel free to add your own RF amplifier in the front end, or 
experiment with different types of AM detector schemes, or different 


audio amplifiers. Winding different coils and knowing what the tuning 
range of your variable capacitor is an excellent way of learning how 
tuned circuits and coils work. You can even get fancy and put 
different capacitors in series with the variable capacitor for limiting 
the tuning range, which will cause the upper frequency to remain about 
the same, but raises the lower end frequency. 


I got a phone call yesterday from Vern Wright W6MMA clarifying a couple 
of questions he had, as he decided to build the Desert Ratt. I got 
another phone call from Vern last night about 10pm with the BBC blasting 
away in the phone! He was listening to their 6.180MHz broadcast. 

Sounds like he did an excellent job building his too. 


Tonight I hope to sit down with my original MK-I Mod-0O Desert Ratt 
(little military humor) and log the stronger stations on the 5.7-6.2MHz 
and 9.5-10MHz shortwave bands and will post the stations and their 
frequencies to qrp-l.

For those of you planning on attending next year's 
Hamvention 2000, you should consider visiting the 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base Museum. It's only fifteen 
minutes from Hara Arena and one could easily spend an 
entire day there learning the history of flight, the Air 
Force's involvement and contribution in our wars, the 
prelude to space exploration and an exceptional display of 
90-years of aircraft. 


Regarding Pegasus: these are all excellent questions and 
are perhaps best answered by Ten-Tec for accuracy and 
completeness. Pegasus is a triple-conversion receiver 
whose I.F. DSP is 12 kHz according to the literature I see 
no reason why Pegasus cannot be used in a mobile operation 
with a small notebook PC. Pegasus runs on 12-volts like 
most other Ten-Tecs and as long as your notebook runs 
under WIN 3.1, 95, or 98 (minimum of 486 processor) it 
should work fine. The control software only utilizes 1 MB 
of 

hard disk space. How they put that much GUI in 1 MB I'll 
never know, but it's quite impressive. 


Long distance remote operation and contest logging 
capabilities are unknown to me. However, Pegasus uses no 
remote control head like the Kachina; it's a completely 
self-contained unit, notwithstanding the power supply, PC, 
antenna, key/mic., which leads me to believe that it is 
not intended for complex, remote control 


applications...only as a local transceiver. This is fine 
with 

me so long as QSK is excellent and at $895.00 I wouldn't 
expect it to. 


One of Kachina's limitations is that CW QSK may never be 
very good as long as it supports long-distance remote 
control communications. Transmission delays will most 
certainly preclude excellent QSK characteristics.

Guys, here is the way that I mount IC's when I am building Manhatten style 
(thanks Jim Kortge for introducing me to that method). I prepare a "large 
IC Pad", which is simply a 3/4" x 3/4" pad that has been sectioned into 
separate areas for the 8 pins. Here is a rough drawing. 


I prepare the pad by taking a hacksaw and carefully cut a line down the 
middle of the pad through the copper, then I turn the pad 90 degrees and cut 
another line down the middle. Then, two lines are cut 1/8" from the center 
line, one on either side. Voila, now you have a pad to solder the IC socket 
to. Just bend the legs out 90 degrees, set the socket down and solder. Now 
you can change chips, etc, all the advantages of a socket. If you don't 
have a socktet you can also use this method with the IC directly, but I like 
to use sockets. Works like a champ for me. If you have a 14 or 16 pin IC, 
just scale the lenght of the pad. 


I also got a call from Vern last night. He was very excited to have his new 
radio up and working. This regen contest at Hamcom is gonna be something to 
see. I am very anxious to see all of the entries, and have heard from 
several including a couple of guys from England who are going to be there.

Hi, QRP-land. 


I thought I would toss in a random thought or two about Dayton '99 while I am 
sitting here in the Dayton Int'l airpatch waiting on my flight to DC. I've been 
making the trip for almost fifteen years now, with rare exceptions.

I didn't go to Dayton due to having spent all my money prior to the 
date... 
On a Tokyo Hy-Power HT750. 


For those that are interested, here's the basic info. 
It's been around since 93-94 and was imported at time by a company ( an 
old ad in CQ maz in 93 ) but no longer... now it's direct purchase only.

HT form abt 2.75w x 2d x 7.5h " , 1.5 lbs with 8aa batteries 

Covers 7 to 7.3, 21 to 21.5, 50 to 50.5mhz 

Modes of CW and LSB/USB

Current draw of 100ma rx / 1.5a tx 

BNC connector with one 3' tele whip and 3 loading coils for the bands 
external jacks for key; 1/8"/speaker mike/ 13.8 power via 2.5 coaxial 


plug 
Freq display in 100khz, 1khz, 20hz steps 
RIT +/-.5khz 


I got to play today with it for the first time. So, here's a quick 
review. 


The function button and tuning knob steps through all the 
bands/modes/etc, so it's easy to operate without reading the booklet. 
(As like most of us, I didn't look at the manual except to make sure of 
the external power draw for a fuse ( they supply an external 
jack/wire/fuse with the proper coax plug but my regular 2.5mm fit fine 
tho long)) 


Using 12v from 7ah power pack and basic antennas supplied; 


Tuning on 40m, it sounds great. The steps (buttton push to toggle)allow 
you to move around quickly while still slowing down to tune right. It 


sounds busy in the novice bands ( quiet around .04 )and I make a few 
local contacts NY/F1/Ohio... good reports for 3w and a telescopic 
antenna at the kitchen table esp in daytime. The HT worked fine with a 
Tick keyer and it has a side-tone ( can be turned off ). 

Nice feature of a variable cw tx delay break in... from .1 to 1 sec in 
ten steps. If needed, the PTT from either the internal/external mike can 
be used 


Up to 15m. I figured to try USB with the speaker mic ( the jacks are the 
standard mini/sub mini sidebyside found on most HT mics ) Change of 
loading coils gets me good rx, so on to tx. I hear a station calling CQ 
on 21.239 and reply. 3 times and I get past the others. A nice QSO with 
Martin, EI8GP... He couldn't believe it when I told him it was an HT 
with a 3ft antenna. A check into DX net gets me FL (control)and I could 
hear the others SM5/XE1/0N4 but ng for me to SM5...I cked out to look 
around. 


On 6m, Nothing ... rx picks up some noise but no one. 6m prob not to 
popular for CW/SSB. ( but then I didn't hear any on my 847 either this 
past week). 


So, CW works well, SSB works well. I see it as good for 2 bands 40/15m 
which usu one is working. RX seems to be on par with most small rigs ( 
as good as my Oak Hill and SG 2020 ) Haven't tried it with an external 
antenna or on a busy band yet so can't tell how well it rejects the 
nearby/strong signals (xyl came home early..forced back to yard work but 
will play tonite/tomorrow) . 


I put it in a case with my key and the antennas(also small wire 
dipole/rg174) and the speaker mic .... size of 10x3x6".... Nice little 
package for all equip needed. 


That's it for now
